An accident occurred at the Pem-

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GENERAL STRIKE 
NOT ABATING I 
ITALIAN CITIES 


Street Car Lines Are Tied Up, 
and Retail Business Is 


Suspended 
Rome, Dec, 4 (Associated Press). 


—The general strike continued today 
throughout the northern Italian cities. 
The railways were not affected, but 
the street car lines in Rome, Genoa, 
Turin, Milan, Bologna and Florence 
were tied up, and retail business 
everywhere was largely suspended be. 
cause of the danger of rioting. 

The disorders in Milan on Tuesday, 
which were greater than those in 
other centres, are believed to have 
been due largely to rumors In circu- 
lation there that two Socialist depu- 
ties had been lynched in Rome, Signor 
Ripossi, Maximalist member of the 
Socialst organization, addressed a 
mass meeting in Cathedral square in 
Milan with such violence of language 
that the crowd began attacks upon 
the soldiers. 

The uniforms and insignia of rank 
were torn from officers by persons 
acting under the leadership of anar- 
ch'sts, who were especially active dur- 
ing the dsorder. Two civilians and 
one carabineer were killed. As he 
was dying the carabineer said: “I 
hate to dic by the hand of an Italian.” 
Crowds surrounded the carabineers, 
and stoned them until the carabineers 
were forced to fire upon the people 
in order to effect their escape, Major 
Luigi Allochio was fatally wounded, 
and many others were injured
